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condition  at  the  time  of  delivery.  There  our  obligation  ceases,  as  the 
future  of  a tree  or  plant  depends  largely  on  the  future  care  and 
treatment.  If  a tree  or  plant  is  insured  by  the  grower,  a large  per- 
centage of  the  buyers  will  give  no  attention  whatever  to  the  stock. 
This  applies  especially  to  frequent  watering  dur- 
ing periods  of  drought. 

When  stock  arrives,  it  should  be  heeled-in  in  the 
ground  and  plenty  of  water  thrown  on  the  roots. 

After  planting,  water  is  one  of  the  first  and  most 
important  factors  in  the  success  of  a plant  and  must 
be  used  freely,  especially  when  the  ground  is  dry. 

A little  water  on  the  surface  is  of  no  avail,  the  ground 
must  be  kept  moist  until  the  plant  is  thoroughly 
established,  which  means,  nearly  all  of  the  first 
summer. 

No  tree  of  any  kind  will  thrive  if  allowed  to 
swing  about;  this  is  a point  very  often  overlooked. 

Deciduous  trees  and  shrubs,  fruit  trees 
and,  especially,  grape-vines  are  much  improved 
by  pruning,  at  the  time  of  planting. 

We  can  furnish  plans  and  estimates  for 
plantings,  large  or  small.  We  can  refer  pros- 
pective buyers  to  some  of  the  largest  and  most 
successful  plantings  in  this  vicinity  and  else- 
where, which  were  planned  and  planted  by  us.

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Evergreen  Trees 

Our  stock  of  evergreen  trees  consists  of  many  varieties  not  enumerated  in  this  catalogue, 
and  we  are  constantly  adding  more.  Our  evergreens  are  sheared  about  the  last  of  May  or  dur- 
ing June  of  eaeh  year;  this  makes  them  strong  and  eompact.  We  transplant  them  to  increase 
their  fibrous  root-systems,  which  helps  to  retain  the  ball  of  earth  that  we  burlap  when  the  trees 
are  dug  for  delivery.  We  have  more  than  fifty 
thousand  evergreens  in  stock,  and  can  refer  to 
numerous  suceessful  and  beautiful  plantings 
taken  from  our  nursery.  Evergreens  always  add 
very  mueh  to  the  appearance  of  any  plaee,  large 
or  small.  The  demand  for  them  is  constantly 
and  rapidly  increasing. 

After  planting,  evergreens  need  mueh  water, 
until  they  are  established  in  the  soil.  We  find 
that  after-care  has  mueh  to  do  with  the  suceess 
of  them.  Large  plants  must  be  staked  firmly,  as 
swinging  about  will  cause  failure.  When  planted 
in  groups,  they  must  be  sheared  onee  a year;  this 
keeps  them  eompact  and  does  mueh  to  prevent 
crowding. 

The  Retinosporas,  Dwarf  Arborvitfes  and 
small-growing  Junipers  are  espeeially  good  for 
making  beds  or  grouping.  We  have,  at  all  times, 
small  evergreens  for  window-  or  porch-boxes, 
and  hundreds  of  large  specimens,  in  many  va- 
rieties, ready  for  immediate  effect.

Aucuba 

Japonica.  Large,  green  leaves,  with  numerous 
light  spots,  making  a very  beautiful  effect. 
The  berries  are  quite  large  and  of  a very  bright 
red.  This  plant  is  not  hardy  in  this  locality; 
must  be  well  protected  in  winter,  or  taken  up 
with  a ball  of  earth  and  placed  in  a cellar  or 
other  place  where  extreme  cold  does  not  reach.

Salix  • Willow 

Babylonica  (Weeping  Willow).  A tree  of  great 
value,  breaking  forth  in  leaf  during  the  first 
days  of  spring  and  remaining  a beautiful,  fresh 
green  all  summer  and  fall.  There  are  few 
trees  that  grow  as  fast  and,  where  a large, 
dense  screen  is  wanted  quickly,  this  Willow  will 
be  appreciated.  Will  succeed  in  almost  any  soil, 
and  is  well  known  as  one  of  the  most  graceful 
trees  in  existence. 

Caprea.  A small-growing  tree,  with  good  foliage; 
in  early  spring  it  bears  numerous  little  catkins, 
strewn  along  the  branches  at  regular  intervals. 

Vitellina  aurea  (Golden  Bark  Willow).  Very 
pretty  yellow  wood  in  winter. 

Laurifolia  (Laurel-leaved  Willow).  Has  hand- 
some, broad,  dark  green  foliage,  which  is  glossy 
and  makes  a pretty  appearance.  This  is  a 
very  nice  tree,  of  rapid  growth,  even  in  the 
poorest  soil. 


Sophora 

Japonica.  A handsome,  small  tree  of  excellent 
qualities;  greenish  bark,  pinnate  foliage;  pea- 
shaped, white  flowers  appear  in  drooping 
clusters  in  September. 

Sorbus 

Americana  (American  Mountain  Ash).  An 
interesting  and  pleasing  little  tree,  having  beau- 
tiful pinnate  foliage  and  bearing  white  blos- 
soms in  spring,  which  are  followed  by  orange- 
colored  fruits  changing  to  the  brightest  scarlet. 

Taxodium 

Distichum  (Deciduous  Cypress).  A very  hand- 
some, spiral  tree,  of  rapid  growth,  straight 
and  regular  habit;  has  dainty,  fern-like  foliage. 

Tilia  • Linden 

Americana  (American  Linden).  Large,  broad 
leaves;  rapid  grower. 

Argentea  (Silver  Linden).  Leaves  are  silvery 
white  underneath;  a very  pretty  tree,  of  ex- 
cellent form  and  rapid  growth. 

Europaea  (European  Linden).  A very  sym- 
metrical-growing tree;  is  much  admired  for  its 
beautiful,  round  head  and  compact  growth. 

Ulmus  • Elm 

Americana  (American  Elm).  An  old  favorite, 
of  rapid  growth;  it  becomes  a tall,  majestic 
tree  of  great  spread,  and  is  very  long-lived. 

Campestris  (English  Elm).  Somewhat  smaller 
grower  than  the  American  Elm. 

Wheatleyi  (Wheatley’s  Elm).  Grows  very  tall 
and  assumes  a pyramidal  shape.

Baccharis  • Groundsel  Bush 

Bears  white  flowers  in  September. 

Berberis  • Barberry 

Purpurea.  Medium  height;  purple  leaves;  very 
small,  pinkish  white  flowers;  berries  red. 
Thunbergi  (Japanese  Barberry).  Low  and 
spreading,  yet  compact  habit;  has  beautiful 
foliage  and  bears  bright  red  berries,  which 
remain  during  the  winter;  makes  a good  hedge 
and  is  very  popular,  only  needs  trimming 
once  a year.  Extremes  of  weather  do  not  injure 
it  after  it  is  once  established.  As  specimens  or 
in  groups,  with  shearing,  it  is  very  pleasing; 
fine  for  planting  on  banks,  and  even  in  certain

before  the  leaves. 

Buddleia 

Veitchi.  Beautiful  spikes  of  fragrant,  purple 
flowers  appear  in  late  summer  and  remain  for 
a long  time.

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Callicarpa 

Purpurea  (Beauty  Fruit).  Very  small 
flowers  of  a purplish  shade  in  July,  and 
followed  by  pretty  purple  berries,  borne 
in  great  profusion  the  entire  length  of  the 
branches,  in  autumn. 

Calycanthus 

Floridus  (Sweet  Shrub).  Has  large  leaves 
and  brown  flowers;  blooms  in  May  and 
at  intervals  during  summer. 


Caragana 

Arborescens  (Siberian  Pea).  Yellow  flowers 
in  May;  bark  is  greenish  in  color  and  foli- 
age is  pinnate. 

Caryopteris 

Mastacanthus  (Blue  Spirea).  A neat 
little  shrub,  growing  3 to  4 feet  high  in 
rich  soil,  bearing  rich  blue  flowers  during 
August  and  September.  The  foliage  and 
flowers  present  a pleasing  effect;  as  the 
flowers  fade  they  at  once  fall,  giving  place 
to  newer  ones.  The  foliage  remains  good 
until  the  flowers  are  done.

Japonica  (Japan  Judas  Tree). 
In  the  early  spring  the  branches 
of  this  shrub  are  dotted  plenti- 
fully with  rich,  purplish  pink 
blossoms,  which  resemble  small 
sweet  peas.  The  foliage  is  of 
the  most  beautiful  waxy  green 
and  not  injured  by  heat  or 
drought. 
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Chionanthus 

Virginica  (White  Fringe).  In  June  long,  droop- 
ing panicles  of  finely  cut,  fringe-like,  white 
flowers  appear  among  the  large  foliage.  The 
seeds  become  purple  and  are  quite  large. 

Citrus 

Trifoliata  (Hardy  Japan  Orange).  Fragrant, 
white  flowers;  beautiful  foliage;  the  bark  is 
green  and  studded  with  long,  green  thorns.  The 
little  oranges  are  pretty  but  not  edible. 

Clethra 

Alnifolia  (Sweet  Pepper  Bush).  White  and 
very  fragrant  flowers  in  early  summer;  of 
rather  dwarf  habit,  attaining  about  4 feet. 

Colutea 

Arborescens  (Bladder  Senna).  Yellow  flowers 
in  July,  followed  by  curious,  bladder-shaped 
seed-pods;  will  thrive  even  in  poorest  soil.

Mascula.  Small  yellow  flowers  in  April,  and 
beautiful,  orange-colored  berries  in  autumn.

Candida.  White;  tall. 

Crenata.  Double,  pink;  tall  grower;  very  pretty. 

Gracilis.  Dwarf  and  compact;  abundance  of 
little  white  flowers. 

Lemoine.  White  flowers. 

Pride  of  Rochester.  Double,  pink-and-white 
flowers;  tall.

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Euonymus 

Alatus  (Japanese  Cork-barked  Euonymus).  A 
very  interesting  shrub,  having  singularly 
winged  bark;  leaves  turn  scarlet  in  autumn;

A large-growing  shrub,  made  very 
conspicuous  in  autumn  and  winter  by  its 
pinkish  seed-pods,  from  which  hang  orange- 
colored  berries.

White  flowers  in 
great  abundance  during  May.

Fortunei.  Very  upright  growth;  produces  bright 
yellow  flowers  early  in  April.

Suspensa.  Of  rather  drooping  habit;  pretty, 
clear  yellow  flowers. 

Viridissima.  Very  robust  grower;  greenish 
bark;  foliage  rich  green.

Tetraptera  (Silver  Bell).  Pretty,  white,  bell- 
shaped  flowers  in  May;  grows  tall. 


Hydrangea 

Arborescens  grandiflora  (Hills  of  Snow). 
Showy  white  flowers  in  early  summer,  and 
lasting  several  weeks;  very  good  foliage,  not 
affected  by  heat  or  drought,  and  grows  and 
blooms  in  shade  where  not  too  dense;  very 
satisfactory. 

Hortensis,  Otaksa.  A very  useful  variety.  At- 
mosphere and  soil  seem  to  have  much  to  do 
with  the  color  of  its  flowers,  which  vary,  being 
either  pink  or  blue;  near  the  sea  they  are 
inclined  to  be  blue.  They  are  not,  generally 
speaking,  hardy  here  and  require  protection; 
or,  better  yet,  cultivate  them  in  tubs  or  boxes 

and  place  in  a 
cool  cellar  dur- 
ing winter,  as 
the  buds,  being 
on  the  tips,  are 
easily  frozen 
off. 

Paniculata 
grand  ifiora. 

The  large 
cones  of 
white  flowers 
change  to  pink, 
after  which 
they  become 
purplish 
brown.  These 
flowers  last  a 
longtime,  com- 
mencing in  the 
late  summer, 
and  continuing 
several  weeks. 
Can  be  grown 
as  specimens, 
planted  with 
other  shrubs 
or  grouped  in 
clumps  by 
themselves. 
They  are  very 
hardy  and 
bloom  in  lo- 
cations where 
many  other 
shrubs  fail.

Virginica  (Witch  Hazel).  Bears  small  yellow 
flowers  in  late  autumn.

A tall,  slender-growing  shrub,  becoming  really 

a small  tree;  yellow  flowers,  hanging  in  panicles, 

shaped  very  much  like  wistaria  blossoms. 

Ligustrum  • Privet 

Ovalifolium  (California  Privet).  While  the 
primary  use  of  this  shrub  is  as  a hedge  plant, 
it  is  of  much  use  as  a specimen.  We  have  it 
trimmed  to  globes,  standards  and  large,  com- 
pact bushes;  some  of  very  large  dimensions. 
These  plants  are  very  valuable  to  give  im- 
mediate effect  in  a new  place;  are  excellent  for 
the  seashore,  about  railway  stations  and 
many  places  where  other  shrubs  would  be 
anything  but  thrifty. 

Variegatum  (Variegated-leaved  Privet).  While 
this  makes  a very  nice  border,  it  is  also  of  much 
use  as  a foliage  plant  in  the  shrubbery,  where 
it  contrasts  finely  with  plain-leaved  shrubs.

Regelianum.  A very  useful  shrub,  enduring  in 
almost  any  reasonable  soil  or  situation;  is  of 
more  spreading  habit  than  L.  ovalifolium;  also 
has  white  blossoms  and  blackish  berries.

Bears 
flowers  in  April,  which  are  of  a delicious  spicy 
fragrance,  not  found  in  any  other  blossom.

Hispida.  Rose-colored  flowers  in  May,  which 
are  borne  in  clusters  much  like  wistaria.

Rugosa.  Japanese  single  Rose,  in  pink  and 
white  varieties;  large  flowers  during  the  early 
summer,  and  at  intervals  later,  followed  by  red 
seed-pods;  foliage  is  very  robust  and  of  a rich 
glossy  green;  very  hardy;  resists  extremes  of 
weather;  also  smoke  and  sea  air  fairly  well.

Nigra  aurea  (Golden-leaved  Elder).  White 
flowers  in  early  summer;  valued  for  its  golden 
foliage.

Anthony  Waterer.  One  of  the  very  best  dwarf 
Spireas;  blooms  from  June  to  October;  flowers 
are  crimson. 

Arguta.  Abundance  of  white  flowers,  entirely 
covering  the  branches,  in  early  May;  dwarf. 

Billardi.  Pretty  pink  flowers  through  the  latter 
part  of  summer. 

Blue.  See  Caryopteris  Mastacanthus. 

Bumaldi.  Pink  flowers  all  summer;  dwarf  and 
compact.

Very  pretty, 
fern-like  foliage,  and  plumes  of  white  flowers 
in  July;  very  distinct  and  striking. 

Thunbergii.  The  earliest  to  bloom;  has  small, 
white  flowers  in  abundance  and  pretty  little 
leaves  on  graceful,  drooping  branches.  One  of 
the  most  conspicuous  spring-flowering  shrubs 
and  fine  for  hedges. 

Van  Houttei.  One  of  the  very  best.  Grows 
tall  but  very  easily  kept  within  bounds;  the 
pretty  little  flowers  are  borne  in  clusters  and 
the  plant,  when  in  bloom,  is  entirely  covered; 
foliage  is  good;  the  branches  are  drooping, 
giving  the  shrub  a very  graceful  and  handsome 
appearance  in  spring. 

Stuartia 

Makes  a small  tree  of  great  merit;  flowers  are 

white,  with  purplish  center,  and  of  good  size; 

midsummer. 

Stephanandra 

Flexuosa.  This  dainty  little  shrub  is  planted 
chiefly  for  its  foliage,  which  maintains  a 
pretty  green  in  the  driest  soil  and  during  the 
hottest  weather  and  gets  pretty  autumn  colors; 
bears  small,  creamy  white  flowers  in  June.

Apples  must  receive  more  attention  in 
this  locality;  during  the  past  few  years  the 
ravages  of  the  scale  and  time  have  carried 
off  nearly  all  the  grand  old  trees,  and 
unless  we  come  to  the  rescue,  we  will  miss 
our  annual  treat  of  the  beautiful  Apple 
blossoms  and  ripe  fruit. 

The  scale  seems  to  be  about  vanquished, 
and  with  a little  care,  together  with  a 
proper  selection  of  varieties,  adapted  to 
one’s  particular  purpose  or  location,  will 
prove  a profitable  investment,  whether  a 
single  tree  or  an  orchard  is  planted.
